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| REVOLT IN THE PHILIPPINES 


_ ' The amicable relations between the Filipino people and the 
U. iS. government, so often extolled in capitalist editorials, never 
hag existed. In the plain language of a seaman correspondent, 
they have always “hated America’s guts,” 
reagon. 


"Seizure of the Philippines from Spain was a comic opera war 
in which Admiral Dewey conferred with the Spanish officers and 
the h, by mutual agreement, enacted a sham battle for the sake of 
histpry. Spain was facing an independence revolt in the Philip- 
pings at that time which she was unable to cope with. The Ameri- 
can forces marched in and crushed that revolution by mass mur- 
der, So strong was the feeling for independence that the well 
armed, well trained American troops had to fight from 1898 to 
190% to suppress it. It was finally quelled by blood-thirsty terror- 
ism in which whole villages of men, women and children: were 


massacred. And even this would not have succeeded had not 


certain of the leaders, Quezon, Osmena and Aguinaldo, sold out 
to ‘american imperialism. 


4A bitter race hatred developed and the desire for national 
independence kas been smouldering for thirty-five years. But a 
new and powerful influence has rooted itself in the Filipino 
masses. Thousands of young Filipinos worked their way on ships 
to America and other foreign countries to study. They brought 
back the teachings of Marx, Engels and Lenin. Today the bitter- 
ness of race hatred is disappearing and being supplanted by the 
class struggle. The demand for national independence has been 
united with the demand for a Soviet Philippines. 


€xploitation of the Filipino people by American capital has 
always been cruel and thorough. But with the advent of the de- 
pression, conditions became so bad as to be almost unbearable. 
During the past years a wave of strikés and eviction struggles 
has swept the Philippines and taught the workers and peasants 
thatitheir struggle is as. much against their native bourgeoisie as 
agatst American imperialism. 


It was in hope of placating this growing spirit of revolt that 


_ the U. S. offered the Tydings-McDuffie fake Independence Act, 


which was unanimously accepted by their puppets in the Philippin@ 
Legislature. In the United States, the press hailed this piece of 
trickery as a magnanimous gesture to “our little brown brothers.” 
In the Philippines, the reaction was the reverse of what was haped 
for. The masses quickly perceived the treachery af the maneuver 
and the flame of revolt lept higher. 


‘American imperialism will now choose one of two methods of 
maintaining its power. It will either suppress all revolt with an 
iron;hand and establish a fascist dictatorship under the banner 
of the Tydings-McDuffie Act, or it will send its own agents 
among the masses to mouth revolutionary phrases, and seek to 
gain! control of the revolution and sell it out in the way the 
Kuomintang nationalist government was established in China. 


‘The greatest danger is that the Filipino workers and peasants 
may ‘be persuaded to believe tnat national independence is the 
first step and a Soviet Philippines a later step, instead of under- 
standing both as one and the same struggle. If misled in this 
manner, they face the possibility of accomplishing their revolu- 
tion and finding themselves in the same chains as. before. 


Meanwhile, the U. S. is making an open bid for power in the 
Orient. Under the guise of a Pan-Pacific air route, air bases are 
being establisked all the way across the ocean. The present naval 
maneuvers on an unprecedented scale are further evidence of 
imperialist intentions.
